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pine stump, several larvæ and imagos of this insect. The larvie were 
put in glass bottles filled with moist pine saw-dust and eorked tight. Only 
one imago was raised, the failure in raising more is attributed to careless- 
ness, "The larva, when captured, was about 14 inches long and 1 inch 
wide, nearly the same width throughout its entire length and somewhat 
flattened. Head and thorax dark brown, beeoming gradually lighter to- 
wards the end of the abdomen. The larva began to change to pupa-state 
about the 25th of July and the imago appeared about the 7th of August, 
being in pupa-state about two weeks. Color of pupa white, when young.
